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DON'T   FAIL  NOW 


We  have  had  a  very  successful  semester  in  spite  of  our  handicaps. 
When  the  term  opened  in  January  with  the  Grove  Street  Building,  the 
Physical  Education  Building,  and  the  Auditorium  closed,  it  seemed  as 
though  we  would  not  be  able  to  house  all  of  our  students.  Our  tents  were 
slow  in  being  erected  and  all  kinds  of  makeshift  rooms  were  used.  You 
will  remember  how  cold  it  was  for  the  outdoor  classes  which  assembled 
on  the  athletic  bleachers. 

Things  have  not  improved  much  since.  Our  real  Physical  Education 
work  has  practically  stopped.  During  study  periods  we  occupy  the  main 
floor  of  the  Auditorium  instead  of  comfortable  classrooms,  as  heretofore. 
Drawing  and  Home  Economics  classes  are  quartered  in  the  Washington 
School,  and  in  a  dwelling  house  on  McKinley  Street.  Our  Industrial  De- 
partment is  very  much  handicapped  by  the  destruction  of  one  shop. 

This  loss  of  physical  equipment,  and  the  stopping  of  assemblies  be- 
cause of  the  closing  of  the  Auditorium,  the  gymnasiums,  and  the  social 
hall  have  caused  a  decided  slump  in  what  we  call  good  student-body  spirit. 

At  the  present  time,  only  about  one-third  of  our  students  belong  to  the 
student  association,  and  the  Olla  Podrida  nearly  failed  because  of  loss  of 
financial  support.  The  same  lack  of  interest  has  been  evident  in  all  school 
functions,  athletic  or  dramatic. 

So  far  no  serious  harm  has  been  done  because  the  great  mass  of  our 
students  are  still  interested  in  their  studies  and  wish  to  keep  up  the  fine 
traditions  of  the  Berkeley  High  School.  But  since  there  is  no  prospect  of 
a  speedy  improvement  in  our  physical  condition,  this  state  of  indifference 
is  most  serious.  Adverse  conditions  almost  always  bring  a  lowering  of 
standards.  If  we  lower  ours,  the  new  students,  who  always  follow  the 
example  of  the  lower  classes  because  they  remain  when  those  who  have 
been  here  longest  and  are  the  best  exponents  of  our  Berkeley  High  School 
spirit  go  out  by  graduation  or  otherwise,  never  will  get  into  the  right  atti- 
tude toward  our  school.  If  we  fail  now,  it  will  take  several  generations  of 
new  students  to  work  back  again  into  the  fine  organization  which  we 
now  have. 

It  is,  therefore,  imperative  that  all  of  us  consider  ourselves  personally 
responsible  not  only  for  getting  all  that  we  can  out  of  the  school,  but  also 
for  contributing  as  much  as  we  can  towards  the  upkeep  of  a  high  student 
body  morale.  The  greater  the  handicap,  the  more  we  should  try  to  uphold 
our  standards. 

Let  us  not  fail.

BASKETBALL  SEASON 


Coach  Eadie's  unlimited  basketball  team  did  not  have  the  success  of 
former  years.  Winning  nine  while  losing  the  same  number  of  games,  they 
were  the  victims  of  some  of  the  hardest  luck  a  Berkeley  team  ever  faced. 
Thrown  out  of  the  home  gym  by  the  closing  of  the  building  and  forced 
to  play  all  games  on  the  courts  of  the  opposing  teams,  the  Yellowjackets 
really  played  surprisingly  good  ball. 

The  county  championship  went  to  Piedmont,  but  only  after  a  hard 
battle.  Berkeley  really  showed  the  greatest  sustained  strength  of  any  team 
in  the  league  and  thoroughly  whipped  Richmond  and  Alameda. 

Prospects  for  next  season  are  extremely  bright,  although  Ballachey 
and  Irwin,  Berkeley's  two  aces,  will  leave  before  next  season.

These,  with  other  new  men  coming  up,  should 
make  up  a  fast,  well-balanced  quintet.  If  the  school  can  find  a  place  for 
them  to  practice,  the  Jackets  should  have  a  great  season  in  1935.

The  Class  "B"  Basketball  team,  although  placing  third  in  the  A.  C.  A.  L. 
league,  played  excellent  ball  in  spite  of  having  no  fall  practice,  and  only 
one  hour  a  week  practice  during  the  A.  C.  A.  L.  competition.  However, 
Coach  Parker  made  them  look  like  a  real  basketball  team,  and  there  is  little 
doubt  in  the  minds  of  the  followers  of  the  Bees,  but  what  the  final  league 
outcome  would  have  been  different  if  the  Bees  had  been  able  to  practice. 
With  fourteen  members  on  the  squad,  six  boys  played  in  every  game,  and 
did  most  of  the  scoring.  Capt.  Fred  Angella  did  fine  work  at  standing 
guard;  Tognolini,  star  center;  Paul  Permenter,  a  good  steady  forward, 
and  Jack  Barnett,  high  point  man  of  the  season,  worked  together  with 
Jack  Saunders,  substitute  forward.  Reason  Wells  played  a  good  steady 
game  at  running  guard.  The  other  eight  boys  who  supported  those  six 
were:  Mecorney,  Slusser,  Winton,  Dam,  Johnson,  Anderson,  Cooley  and 
Bernardo.  Collins  McPherson  was  acting  manager.  Scores  of  the  season 
were:  Berkeley  28  —  Alameda  16;  Berkeley  25  —  Piedmont  26;  Berkeley 
13  —  Richmond  19;  Berkeley  15  —  Alameda  13;  Berkeley  22  —  Piedmont 
21;  Berkeley  10  —  Richmond  23. 


BASEBALL 


The  1934  season  saw  the  return  of  the  A.  C.  A.  L.  baseball  title  to 
the  B.H.S.  Yellowjackets.  After  a  late  start,  due  to  early  rains  which 
made  it  necessary  to  play  the  first  game  without  practice,  the  Red  and 
Gold  nine  breezed  through  its  four  league  games  without  a  defeat. 

Ward  Samuelson  bore  the  brunt  of  the  pitching  burden  for  the  cham- 
pions and  did  a  splendid  job,  winning  all  four  A.  C.  A.  L.  games.  He  was 
at  his  best  against  the  strong  Alameda  Hornets,  holding  them  to  thirteen 
hits  in  the  eighteen  innings  he  faced  them.  Duesdicker,  Kohrs  and  Maihlo 
rounded  out  the  pitching  staff. 

Bob  Pitner  and  Jess  Wilson  handled  the  catching  with  the  former 
doing  most  of  the  work.  Pitner  batted  for  the  good  average  of  .342  and 
his  defensive  work  was  satisfactory. 

At  first  base  Coach  Jennings  stationed  Joe  George  for  the  major  por- 
tion of  the  season.  George  has  two  more  seasons  of  high  school  baseball. 
Stan  Bertheaud  helped  out  on  the  initial  sack  and  hit  for  a  very  respect- 
able .310  average. 

Lou  Tognolini  held  down  the  keystone  sack  and,  while  his  batting 
was  rather  weak,  his  fielding  left  little  to  be  desired.  Joe  Tevlin  saw  some 
action  at  second  and  also  worked  at  the  short  stop. 

Lennie  Zulaica  was  the  key  man  in  the  Berkeley  infield.  He  was 
guilty  of  but  one  error  during  the  entire  season,  proving  himself  to  be 
one  of  the  finest  defensive  short  stops  in  Red  and  Gold  baseball  history. 
Zulaica  hit  .317  for  the  entire  season  but  led  the  team  in  batting  for  the 
A.  C.  A.  L.  series  with  the  amazing  average  of  .666. 

Johnny  Allen  played  third  base  on  the  championship  nine.  Allen's 
fielding  was  a  bit  erratic  but  his  big  bat  was  an  important  factor  in  every 
victory. 

When  in  the  early  part  of  the  season  Dick  Fryklund  contracted  a  sore 
arm,  Coach  Jennings  lost  a  splendid  pitcher.  So,  as  Fryklund's  good  left 
arm  could  not  be  expected  to  stand  the  strain  of  mound  duty,  Mr.  Jen- 
nings shifted  him  to  the  outer  garden  where  Fryklund  did  nothing  but 
lead  the  team  in  batting  with  a  .465  batting  average  and  turned  in  the 
best  fielding  average  of  any  of  the  outfielders.  Not  bad  for  a  sore  armed 
pitcher. 

Pete  Chavez  was  a  more  than  satisfactory  left  fielder.  He  batted  .327 
and  socked  out  two  home  runs. 

The  all  round  play  of  Bill  Vargas  was  an  inspiration  to  his  teammates. 
Vargas  batted  .451  and  was  a  dependable  fielder.  At  the  close  of  the  sea- 
son Bill  was  unanimously  elected  honorary  captain,  a  fitting  honor  for  a 
great  ball  player.

TRACK 


The  Berkeley  High  School  Track  and  Field  squad  of  1934  was  one  of 
the  strongest  in  the  history  of  the  school.  The  team  was  well-balanced 
with  at  least  one  good  man  in  every  event.  In  the  majority  of  events  the 
reserve  strength  was  two  or  three  deep.  An  untimely  accident  at  the 
A.  C.  A.  L.  broadjumping  trials  robbed  Berkeley  of  one  of  her  greatest 
competitors,  little  Al  Williams.  Al  concluded  his  track  activities  at 
Berkeley  this  year  with  some  great  high  jumping,  being  fairly  consistent 
at  six  feet.  The  squad  lost  several  dual  meets  by  margins  of  one  point  as 
Mr.  Lamar  pointed  his  team  for  the  Alameda  County  and  the  North 
Coast  Meets,  and  was  content  to  use  the  dual  meets  solely  for  experi- 
mental purposes.  As  the  Pod  goes  to  press,  the  North  Coast  and  State 
Meets  are  yet  to  be  run  off.  Berkeley  is  favored  along  with  Sebastopol 
High  to  cop  the  North  Coast  crown,  and  should  place  high  in  the  State 
Meet.

TENNIS 

This  year  Berkeley  High  has  had  a  very  successful  tennis  team.  Out 
of  seven  matches  played,  Berkeley  won  five  and  lost  two.  The  two  matches 
which  were  lost  were  to  College  netmen.  In  both  of  these  encounters  all 
singles  and  doubles  matches  played  were  very  close.  Among  the  high  school 
teams,  Alameda  High  came  closest  to  winning,  the  score  being  5-4. 
Berkeley  closed  up  the  season  when  they  won  all  but  one  match  in  the 
A.  C.A.L. 

Tate  Coulthard,  the  present  holder  of  the  Pacific  Coast  Junior  Doubles 
Championship  with  Harper  Massie  (a  former  B.  H.  S.  student),  and  also 
the  tenth  ranking  junior  player  in  the  state,  played  number  one  position 
for  Berkeley  and  dropped  only  three  matches  during  the  season.  Dan 
Roberts,  who  is  ranked  number  eight  in  the  state,  played  great  tennis  for 
Berkeley.  Dan  has  a  "flat"  game,  his  drive  barely  clearing  the  net.  Jack 
Wellington  is  without  doubt  the  steadiest  player  on  the  team.  Douglas 
Skaife  played  in  number  four  position  for  Berkeley  and  seldom  lost  his 
matches.
